ſigne of pride, becauſe he gaue audience ro men which came gowned, himſelfe be. 
ing in his ſhort ſouldiers cote of changeable colour, and wearing withall breeches 
after the French barbarous/faſhion: and as though = had been interefled there- 
by, they were greeued alſo/ro ſee his wite Salonina riding vppon a goodly palfray 
with arich furniture of purple, albeit no man were wronged therein : ſuch is the 
nature of man, and ſo deepely is the quality rootedin ys "{rajely tolooke into the 
late proſperiry of others with an enuious eye, and to require a moderation of for- 
tune, no where ſo much, as in thoſe we haue ſeene in an equall degree with our

ſelues. Czcina hauing paſſed the Po , and aſſayed by parlees, and promiſes ro

the eighth,being welwillers of Otho,albeit they were nar preſent at the bacrell, but 
only come forward * to Aquileiaz at which place miſuſing the meſſengers that 
brought word of Othoes ouerthrowe, and tearing the banners whercin Vitellius 
name was inſcribed, and laſtly taking a ſummeofmoney by violence andparting ir 


amongſt them, they ſhewed themſclues open enemies to the cauſe. Whereupon 
they feared diſpleaſure, and ypon feare deuiſed, that this kinde of dealing, which to 


Vitellius muſt haue neededa long and ſolemne excuſe, might to Veſpaſian be ſer vp 


. * andreckenedas a fauour and benefit. So thethree Moefian Legions thus concur- 


ring in one, by letters inuited the Pannonian armie to the cauſe, or if they refuſed, 
prepared to force them. In that tumule Aponjus Saturninus Lieutenant generall of 
Mcefta endeuoured to commit a moſt wicked ac, ſending a Centurion ro murder 
Tertius Tulianus Lieutenantofthe ſeuenth Legion, vpoh private grudges, preten- 
ding the Rwy cauſe of rhe ſides. Iulianus vnderſtanding of the danger, and ra- 


_ king guides skilfull in the countrey,fled by the deſerts of Moeſia, beyond the mount 


Hemus, and afterward was not preſent inthe ciuill warre of the one fide or other : 
protraCting the iourney he tooke to Veſpaſian by diuerſe delaies, and as the occur- 
rences were, making lefſe ſpeede or more, But in Pannonia the thirteenth Legion, * 
and ſeuenth ſurnamed Galbiana, retaining the anger and griefe ofthe loſſe at Be- - 
briacum, without any ſtay ioined themſclues to Veſpaſian, at the incitement princi- 


pally of Antonius Primus, a man attainted in'law, and in Neroes time ® conuicted 
of forgery, but among other miſeries of watre and a troubled ſtate he recouered his 


place inthe Senate, and by Galba was made Licurenant of the ſeuenth Legion. He 
was ſuppoſed to haue written diuers letters to Otho, offering his ſeruice tor a cap- 
taine ro the {ide ; of whom yeing not regarded, he was not that warre in any em- 


- ployment: but whenas Vitelhus ſtate began to decay, following Veſpaſian he ad- 


ded great waightto the cauſe, being a man valiant of his hands,of a ready vrterance, 
acunning crafteſmaſter tro make others odious, in difſenſions and murinees po- 
werable, a violent ſpoyler, a waſtfull ſpender,|in time of peace andquier gouerne- 


ment inſupportable, in warre not to be contemned. The Mceſian and Pannonian 


armies, being thus ioyned-rogether, drew anohe the Dalmatian ſoldier, albeit the 
Lieutenants generall ſturred nothing at all. Titus Flauianus was generall of Pan- 


'nonia, and Pompeius Sullanus of Dalmatia, two wealthy old me : bur there was 


inthe countrey Comelius Fuſcus the Procurator, a manin the principall ſtrength 
ofhis age,and of noble birth z who in his firſt yeares vpon deſire of caſe,had renoun- 
ced his place in Senate, and/afterward being captaine of his colony in fauourof 
Galba,by that meanes attained a Procuratorſhip. This man, entring into the cauſe 
for Veſpaſian, became a principall firebrand of the warre, ſeeming to delite not ſo 
much inthe rewards of perils, as inthe perils themſelues, and in ſteede of certain- 
ties, wherewith hewas anciently indued, chuſing new and doubtfull vncertainties.

ſterity and ſtritnefle, Moreouer the Senatours and pentlemen charged the traine, 
who came out:of the citty to mgtec him, ſome for fate. ſome-for flattery, the reft | 
and foall one after another for company, leſt they ſhould ſeeme to ſtay behinde | 
when ochers did goe. Thither reſorted alſo. of the baſer ſort certaine well knoweti | 
to Virtellius by meanes of vnhoneſt ſervices, whichin timepaſt they had done hint, | 


as buffons, ſtageplayers and charetdriuers; with which kinde of reprochfull ac- 
quaintance hewas delited wonderfully. Neither were the colonics onely or free 
Townes impouerithed by purucying of vittailes for ſo huge a company; bur the 
husbandmen themſclues,and fields, rhe corne beingnow ripe, were ſpoiled and wa- 
ſtedas anenemie countrey, Many and cruell murders were committed by the ſouk. 
7 among themſelues, by reaſon of the jarring which continued berweene the 
Legions and Ayes, euer fince the ſturre at Ticinum : againſt the pezants, or any 
third party they agreed bur too well : but the greateſt ſlaughter was ſeven miles 
from the cirty. Arthatplace Virellius diſtributed to his ſouldiers, according tothe 
faihion of > fencers dier, to every of them meate already drefſed: and checommorn 
people,thatcame our of rhe citty to ſee it, had diſperſed themiſelues th roughour the 
whole campe.

the {lippery ſtones, or iuſtling of others. The Tribunes alſo) and other captaines in 
terrible ſorr, with multirudes of armed men, went ſ{quaring andierting the ſtreetes. 

Vitellius himſelfe riding from the Miluian bridge vpon a goodly courſer with his 

coate armour on backe, and girded fouldierlike,putting the Senate and people be- 

fore him, had welny made his entry * as into atowne taken by force; but being ad- 
uiſed otherwiſe by his friends he lated afide his militare attire, and raking his robes 
marched with his men in peaceable maner, The'3 Standerdsof fower Legions were 
marſhalled in front, and ſo manybanners about them our of other Legions : then 
the enſeignes of twelue wings :next to whom |were the ranckes of footemen, and

Vpon ſogreat FR: 16g the Flautaniſts were almoſt at a 
ſtay, had not the captains perceiuing rhe ſolgiers to be tired, nd all other encou- 
ragements preuaile but alittle, ſhewed|vntojthem the rowne |of Cremona, as the 
price of their victory. VWhether this was Hogmus deuile, as Meffalla reporteth, or 
Caius Plinius be rather to be beleeued,who caſterh the fault ypon Antonius, I can- 
not caſily determine; this ohly, that whether Antonius or Hoxmus were autor of 


* this moſt bad part, it was not vaſutable to nejther of their former infamous liues, 


and behauiours. But hereupon no danger oflimnic or life coyld ſtay the Flauian 
ſoldiers, from breaking dowhe the trenches, and beatingopen the gates, cuen with 
their ſhoulders; and ſomecliming vp by a dquble target fence tooke ho!d on their | 
enemies weapons,and caught them by A ares: ſo thewounded and not woun- 

ded, the halfe dead and dying, came downe twymbling cogerher, and periſhed ſome 
after one faſhion, and ſome! after another, repreſenting all dinerfiries of deathes, 
The ſeventh and third Legion fought moſt brauely, and gaue the ſhatpeſt aſſault, 

and Antonius the Generall himſfelfe, with che choſen men ofthe Auxihary foldi- 
ers, had bended his forces that way. The Virellianiſts perceiujng themſclues nor 
able to ſuſtaine any longer the force, and fury of men fo obſtinatcly bent, and that 
whatſocuer they caſt downe vpon them {lid away vpon the target fence, without 
doing any harme,reſolued to rowle downe at the laſt a great *engine vpon them as 


. they approched: which indeed forthe preſent ouerwhelmed chote that were vnder, 


but withall in falling it drew'the battlements withit, and vppermoſt part of the 
rampier: andat the fametime atower adioining being battered with ſtones fell 


_ downe. At which breach as the ſeuenth Legion aſſaiedtoenterjn a pointed barte]l, 


the third Legion in the meane ſeaſon brake downe the gate with their ſwords and 


_ axes: Iris agreed vpon by all writers, that the firſt man which entred the trench was 


Caius Voluſius, a ſouldicr of the third Legion, who preſently going to the rampier 
tumbled downe all that reſiſted, and aduauncing himſelfe inſight proclaimed the 
campe'wastaken:and as the Vitellianiſts were now beginning to faint, and leape 
downe from the rampier, the reſt brake in. All the ſpace berweene the trenches and 
the towne was filled with dead bodies. And there againe appeared a new worke, 
and anothet labour: the walles of the citty were high, the rowers all of ſtone, rhe 
bartes ofthe gates of iron, the ſouldier ready with weapon in hand on the walles,

come into Italy, for a bulwarke againſt the Frenchmen beyondithe Po, andifany 
other power ſhould breake in|by the Alpes. So;by reaſon of thenumber of inhabi- 
tants, commodiryof riuers, fertility of the ſoileannexed, and affinities contracted 
with other people, it grew vp and flouriſhed, in! forraine watrres vnrouched, vnfor- 
runate jn ciuill, Antonius aſhamed of this foule at, which daily. grew more and 
more odious, made proclamation, thatno man ſhould. keepe any cittizen of Cre. 
mona as his lawfull priſoner: and all Italje with one generall conſent refuſing ro 
buy any of them for{laues marred the ſgldiers market: who thereupon began to 
murther their priſoners. VVhich being,once knowen, their friends and kinsfolks ſe- 
cretly came and ranſomed them. In ſhorttime after the reſt of the people returned 


_rowneſmen, and vpon Veſpaſians fpeciall encouragement. For py Avvmm the 
. *ground beinginfeRed with the noyſomeneſle of the deadcarcaſes, ſuffered not the 


Flauian army to dwell long pon the ruines ofthe razedcitty. So they remooued | 
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three miles off, and there reduced the Vitellianiſts,being disbanded,and trembling 
for feare, cuiery ſoldier vader his colours, and anone afterward ſent them away into 
Illyricum, leſt during the time 'of the troubles they ſhould fortune ro. worke inng- 
uation.

aduiſe thereupon, he had both hope and ſtrengrh inoughand too much remaining : 
but when as contrarily he fayned that all went-on his fide, by that vntrueth he mar. 


red his owne caſe, and cur off from himſelfe all meanes of recouery.In his preſen Ee : 
there was no mention of watre , but awoonderfullfilencethat way: in the cittic all 


ſpeeches of it were forbidden, which cauſed the more: and they, which if it had 
beenelawfull would haue ralked nothing bur truerh being reſtrained gaue out m uch 
more then it was. The capraines alto of the Flauian ſide helped to increaſe the fame, 
Carying Vitellius ſpies: boy they chancedto rake them Foubd: aboutthe campe, to ſee 
and view the ſtrengthof their victorious ariny, and ſodiſmiſſing them back to their 
maſter. All which at their returne Vitellius,after ſecrer examination had, comman- 
. ded to be made away, Burt aboue all other the * conſtancie and refolurenes of the 
Centurion Iulius Agreſtis was moſt notable ; who after much ſpeech tending to # 
cite Vitellius to vertuc in vaine, at length obrained thathimſelfe might be ſent to 
view the forces of the enemie, and ſee what had pafled at Cremona. For the per- 
forming whercof heſought no \corners,but addreſſed himſelfe direQtly to'Antonit 
and openly nan pcs charge he had from his Prince,and what was his intent, 
he requiredhe might be permitted to take aperfeQſuruey of allthings. ſo ſomewete 
ſent with him which ſhewed him the place where the battaile was fought;the ruings 
of Cremona, the conquered Legions. - Agreſtis went home againe, and making rg- 
lation, when as Vitellius would notbeleeue hisreport, but charged him with vi)- 
crueth andfurther that hee was hired thereto: Secing then (quoth Agreſtis) no 
meane proofc will ſerve, and neither my life nor my death can now ſtand youin ani 
other ſteede,I will giue you an aſſurance which you may beleeue ; and ſo departing

defence. The reſt of the cohorts were committed to Lucius Virellius his brother

_ ouercaſt,as it were with a blacke cloude: and another no * lefle ominous and of euill 
preſage, that a bull which was appointedto be ſacrificed , brake away from theal- 

rars, ouerturned the furniture of the ceremonie\, and was knocked downe ſarreoff 
from the accuſtomed place. But the greateſt monſter was Vitellius himſelfe, a 

'«  Princewithoutskillin the profeſſion of armes and deuoide of direction and counſel, 

' demandingeftſoones of others in what order ito march , what diligence was requi- 

fire inmaking diſcoueries,what meane was'ro be obſerued in'vrgipg,or delaying the 

warre,and ypon euerie flying report apparentlytearefull in countenance, and trem- 

bling in gate, and betide allthis moſt commonly drunken, Arthe length growing 

weary of the campe,and vnderſtanding of the reuolt of the navy at Mifenum, he re- 

turned to Rome , cuer fearing moſt the blowe|thatcamelaſt , and careleſle inthe. 

meane time of the mayne chance. For whereas'it had beene a courſe moſt cleare in 
__reaſon,andeuidentin ſight,to haue paſſed the Apennine with his/armie,which then 
was inhartandſtrength,and foto have aſſayledthe enemies almopſt conſumed with 
«Takingfome hungerand colde, he onthe other fide fell to © diſperſing his forges, and fo abando- 
Komeburpin- ned his beſtand faithfulleſt ſouldiers , whom he lefrthereby ro the enemies merci, 
pan anddcliueredthem as it were into their hands; contrarie to the opinion of the moſt 
his brocher, ® expert Centurions, whodilliked greatly the diſyniting, andif their aduiſe had been 
fx coborsand asked, would haue tolde plainely their minde: but Virellius inwardelt friendes hin- 
boricino Can- dered them from acceſlc, the Princes eares being fo framed, that he accounted all 
pencout # 3 ſharpethat was wholeſome,andliked of nothing bur charwhich was preſently plea- 
ſant,and afterwards hurtfull, Bur the navicat/Miſenum (fo mijch the audaciou{- 
neſſeeuen of one ſingle man in cjuill diſſenſions may worke ) wasbrought to renolc 
by the meanes of Claudius Fauentinus , a Centurion ignominiouſlycafſed by Gal- 
ba,who counterfayting letters from Veſpaſian ;j with hope of reward induced them 
tochange thcir alleageance.: The Admirall thereof was Claudius Apollinaris, a 

- manthart neither conſtantly kept his fidelity , nor ſtourly maintained his treaſon: 
and Apinius Tiro, who had beene Pretor, and was thenby chance at Minturn, 
offred himſeltefor a head ro them which reuolted ; by whoſe meanes the colonies 
and free townes were drawen to the ſide , the Puteolani ſhewing themſclues moſt 

| forwardthat way. But Capua on the other ſideperfiſted firme to Vicellius: where- 
upon there paſſed, vnder colour of the publicke cauſe, much priuate choler berween 
therworownes, To the pacification of theſe troubles Vitellius choſe out Claudius 
TIulianus (who hadlately beene! Admirall of the nauie at Miſemum , and gouerned 
himſelfein that charge with great mildneflc) as the meeteſt man to appeaſethe 
ſouldiers mindes; aſſigning vntohim a power of ne cittie-cohort,and the fencers 
which were vnder his charge. Aſoone as thecampes approched the one tothe

other, Iulianus without any great ſtay turned to Veſpaſians {ide , and fo jointly they 
tooke Tarracina, aplace of greatſtrength in regardeof the wals and ſituation, ifthe 
men within had beene faithfull and good. Vpon knowledge whereof Vitellius lea- 
uing part of his forces at Narnia, with the captaines of his Garde, ſent his brother 
Lucius Vitellius away with ſix cohorts and fiue hundreth horſe, to managethe war 
of Campania. Himlſelfe being greatly perplexed in minde was yer ſomewhat reui- 
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ved with the earneſt goodwill of the ſouldiers , and clamours of the towne people 
requiring armour and weapons; whom being nougin elſe buta cowardly company, 


whoſe boldneſſe never went beyond words , he called bythe falſe tile of armics ay 
Trans Heike perſivaſion of his freedmen (for of his friendes the greateſt mer 
were leaſt truſty) he commaunded the tribes to becalled, and fivare them whic 


gauc in their names: too many preſenting themſelues, he diuided the charge of the 
muſter berweene the two Conluls , and aſleſled the Senatoursata certaine number 
of bondmen , and quantitie of filuer, The Gentlemen of Rome made offer both of 


_ theirſeruice and money, euen the Libertini requiring of their owne motionthey 


right be admitted todo alſorhe like, This counterfait forwardneſfle made rhe offi: 


ces,that were done for feare, be thought — of goodwill. And indeed ma+ 


ny piticd not ſo much the man, asthe place he ſuſtained: and Virellius himſelfe cea- 


 ſednot by his*countenance, ſpeech and teares to prouoke compaſſion and pitrie, 
promiſing largely, and (asthe nature isof men ingreat feare) without meaſure. 


Moreouer he tooke then vpon him (which hee hadrefuſed before) the ſtile of *Ce- 
ſar, vpon ſome ſuperſtitions conceirofthe name, and becauſe ina time of feare, the 
counſailes of wife men, and pratlings of thepeople are heard andreſpected alike.

great credit, and good to the Flauian cauſe. For preſently thereupon the Samnites, | 
and Peligni, and Marſtreuolted; and vpon emulation that Campania had preuen- | 


_ ted them, to recompence' their flacknefſe, as men newly come to anew maſter, | 


ſhewed extreme diligence in furthering the ſeruice, Bur in paſſing the Apennine 
thearmie by the fowleneſle of the winter weather was greatly diſtreſſed, and mar- | 
ching with all liberty and quietnes could hardly wreſtle 
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S the poſlefling of Meuanja by the Vitellianiſts had wrought great terrour in | 


1erne out of the ſnowe, ſo that ir || 
was clearc to be ſcene, what danger they muſt needes haue ſuſtayned, if fortune, to | 
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which the Flavian captaines were more often beholding , then to their good gui- 
ding and skill, had not turned Virellius backe home againe. Inthe mountaines Peri- 
lius Cerealis met them, who in clowniſh apparell through knowledge of the coun- 
erey had eſcaped Vitellius hands. Cerealis was of necre affinity with Veſpafian, and 
of ſome name for matters of watre, and therefqre was aſſumed among the Leaders. 
Many write that Flauius Sabinus and Domirfan might alſo haue cafily eſcaped, 
and|certaine it is, that diuerſe meſſengers ſent by Antonius by ſundry cunning 
fleightscame totheir ſpeech,pointing the place, and offring them meanes for their 
ſafety: but Sabinus alleadged that his crazy botly was not to vnRertake a matter of 
that paines,and ſuch an audacious attempt. Domitian would pladly haue ventu- 
red, buthe feared the keepers whom tins had ſet abouthim, although they of- 
fered ro accompany him in his eſcape, leſt peragduenture it had heene a fnare to in- 
trap him: and indeede Vitellius himſelfe, in regard of his owne insfolkes,i intended 
_ nocrueltyagainſt Domitian. When the Flawan captaines were come to Carſula, 
. they ſtaicdthere a few daies to repoſe their ary, till their Legignary power thould | 
ouertake them: and the place of the campe in| itleite was delitefull, with alarge 
goodly proſpeRt, and veric ſafe for the prouiſign of vittailes; hating ſo manic of the 
welthieſt citties, as it were ſtore-houſes behinde them. And beſides they were in 
| ſome hopethatthe Vitellianiſts ,which Were not diſtant aboue) renne tniles, would 
. fallroſomeparle, and fo from a parle to reuglt: which thing the ſouldiers could 
 notabide to heare of, bur defi ted an end rather by conqueſt, then by peace: euen 
their owne Legions chey were vnwilling| to ſtay] for, loath tohaye more fellowes in 
the ſpoile, when they needed none in tha danger. But Antonius calling them pub- 
licklie rogether, ſhewed yaro them, that Virellius had yer ſome forcesr remayning, 
wauering perhaps and vnconſtant if they might haue time to conf ulr, but of fierce 
ſtomacke if they were driuen to deſpaire that the beginnings of ciuill warres were 
ro be permitted to fortunes deciding, bur che accompliſhment of the vitorie was. 
to be governed by reaſon and wiſedome:thatthenauie of Miſenum, and the moſt 
ny countrey of Campania were alreadie reuolred, and there remaynedno- 
thing of all the world vnto Vitellius, ſaue onely ſomuch aslay berweene Tarracina 
and Narnia : and ſurely they had: wunne honour ſufficient in the battayle at Cre- 
mona, and blame toomuch by deſtroying the rowne, therefore they thould nor 
now deſire to take Rome, bur rather to faue it jtheir reward would be greater, and 
their glory moſt great,if they wrought the ſafetic of the Senate and people of Rome 
. without bloudſhed. With theſe and other like ſpeeches their mindes were molli- 
fied, and ſoone after the Legions came. The Vitellian cohorts terrified with the 
fame of cthearmie ſo much increaſed; began to wauer, noman animating them to 
the warre, but manie to reuolt, who beg red to.make apreſent oftheir bands and 
cornets vnto the conquerour, to purchaſe fayour hereafter; and gavealfo aducr- 
- tiſement, that faſt thereby at Interamna was a garriſon bf fower hundreth horſe, 
Whereupon immediately Vatus was diſparched with abahdofmenlightlyappoin- 
ted, andilew ſome few: that made reſiſtance} bur the moſt part laide downe their 
weapons, and yeelded themſelues to his mercy: ſome fled/to thecampe at Narnia, 
_ andfilled all there full offeare and terror, extolling aboue truchiche forces and va- 
lour of the enemies, to diminiſh their owne diſhonour in loſing their fort. Neither 
was there any puniſhmenr for offences among the 1: fy s3o0nthe other {ide 


therewards were apparent of thoſe that reuslted: ſo that from thencefoorth the 
contention was, who ſhovld be moſt traitour, and daily ſome of the Tribunes and 


; Centurions fled to the cnenue : for the corrmon ajoulcher! was phſinacely bent for 
ba (ves Vicellius, 
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Vicellius, vntill Priſcus and Alphenus Generalles forſaking the camp vpon feare» 
and returning to Vitelhus, diſcharged the reſt fromall blame of creafon. Abourrhe 
ſame time Fabius Valens was pur to death in the priſon at Vrbine, His head was 
openly ſhewed xo the Vitellian cohorts to put them out of all hope: for before 
they belecued rhat he was eſcaped into Germanie, and putting inarmes both olde| 
2bd new ſouldiers there: but when they ſawe he was dead they began todeſpaire, 
The Flauian armie alſo tooke a wonderfull conceire as if his death were vndoub:®| 
redly the end ofthe warre. Yalens was borne at Anagnia, of a gentlemans houſe; 
loole in conditions, and not without grace in ſeeking by wanton icaſts the name 
ofapleaſantconceir. In the games of Iuuenalia in Neroes time he *plaied a part, 4 pine ai. | 
firſt as ir were by compulſion, then voluntarily, with more dexteritic then credit, 
Being created Lieutenant of a Legion he both ſought ro preferre Verginius tothe! 
Empire, and then to diſcredit him. Fonteius Capito his Lieutenant generall,cither'| . 
becauſc he was entred into treaſbn, or becauſe he could not induce him to treaſon, 
hemurdred and made away.

to hinderhis brothers good fortune. For Flauius Sabinus was the elder brother,and 
exceeded Veſpaſian both in riches & authority, whiles they were both private men, 
& was thought to haue faued his credit, & kept him from breaking, by lending him 
 mony,but raking in morgage his houie and landes tor repajment therof: whereupon 
albeit in outward ſhew they continued triends,yer ſome ſecret ielouſtes were feared

between them.But the better interpretation was,thar being a mild man he abhorred

multitude began rocry morethen before, 6 news. cams roenter intoa priuate 
houſe,burcalling him ro the Palace, ſtopping vp the other paſſage, andleauing that 
only open which led to Yiaſacra,VWheruponmnortknowing what to do,or whither to 
tirn him, he returned inthe end tothe Palaceagain.Now the fame was gone before 
the fac that he had reſigned the Empire: & Flauius Sabinus had written tothe Trj- 
bunes of the cohorts , to keepe their ſouldiers in order, - And now as if the whole 
common wealth were fallen into Veſpaſtans armes, the chiefe of the Senators with 
many gentlemen,and all the Cirty-fouldiers ,and the Warchmen flocked to Sabi- 
nus houſe, There they vnderſtoode of the peoples conſtant affeftion towarde Vi- 
rellius, and the threatnings of the German cohorts: bur Sabinus had proceeded 
roo farrenow to drawe backe; and every man vpon his owne particular feare vrged 
him being otherwiſe loath to goe out and take armes , leſt the: Vitellianiſts ſhould 
meete with them afterward when they were ſenered, and fo of lefle ſtrength. Bur as | 
it falles out in ſuch caſes,all gare counfaile, bur few tooke part of theperill. Abour | 
Lacus Fundani the armed men of Sabinus were encountred by ſome of the moſt re- 
| ſolute Vitelli ſoldiers: there'a ſmal skirmiſh was fought,as in aſodain tumult,wher- | 
inthe Virellianiſts had the better, Sabinus ſeeing his fide go down;as the ſafeſt way | 
pon the preſent,ſeazed ypon the* Cz.pitol with his ſoldiers,8&ſom Senators & gen- 4 rpm cue. | 
tlemE,whoſe names it is notealy toſet down, bicauſe very many when Veſpaſti was lib.4.0.4. 


prince pretended to haue donethat ſeruice tothe fide, Som womenalſo retired into | 
the Capitol.& there were beſieged: amongſt whom the moſt famous was Verulana 
Gracilia.,drawen neither withreſpeCt of ctuldren,norkinsfolke,but only bicauſe ſhe | , 


would be of a party; The Virellianiſts hauing pinned the vp ſer the ſentinels ſo neg- 
ligently, that abour midnight Sabinus ſent forth and broughtinro. rhe Capitoll his | 
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 owne children, and Domitian his brothers ſonne,and diſpatched out other meſſtn- 
 gers to the Flauian captaines, ſhewing themhow they were beſieged, and vnleſſe 
- ſuccour came, were in great danger, andpaſſzd the whole night in that quietneſle 
- withoutany attemptfrom the enemy, that he wth <3 eaſily eſcaped without 
any perill, For the Vitellianſoldiers as they were fierce, and ſtout againſt dangers, 
ſo in labour and watching they were nor diligent ; andwithall agreat ſhower fal- 
ling on the ſodaine hindredboth their fight and their hearing, When the day ap- 
peared, before any a of hoſtiliry was bad by either, Sabinus ſent Cornelius 
Martialis a principall Centurion with inſtrufions to Vitellius, complaining and 
_ charging him with breach of couenants, and that it was buta colourable matter in 
' him,and a fayned ſhew of reſigning the Empire, onely to intrap ſo many nobleper- 
ſonages: for if otherwiſe,why withdrew he himſelf from the Roſtra,into his brothers 
houſe ſtanding nearets the Forum, and full inthe ſight of theworld,and nor rather 
to his wiues inmount Auentine out of the way; for ſo hadit beene meeteſt indeede 
if he had ment to haueliued as a priuate man, aud auoyded all ſhewof a Prince : 
- whereas contrarily he returned againe euen into the Palace, the very ſeate of the 
 , Empire,and from thence he ſent forth acompanie of armed men,who had polluted 
the moſt famous part of the'citty with the blood of innocent perſons, not forbea- 
- ring the Capiroll it felfe : for his part he continued vnarmed, and liued in all re- 
ſpecs as an other Senatour, whiles in the meane time'the matter was tried be- 
tweene Veſpaſian and Virellius by maine battels of Legions, taking of townes, and 
celding of cohorts : yea when Spaine, Germanie and Britannie were reuolzed, yer 
did he being Veſpaſiaps brother continue ſtill in allegeancegtill Vitellius began a 
to notion aparlez whe ſurcly ſhould finde in the end thar peace and compoſition 
is indeede for the glory of the conquerours, but for the vtility of the conquered: or 
ifitrepented him of his bargaine, lethim not makewarre againſt him,whom he had 
- with falſhood beguiled, nor againſt Veſpaſians yoong ſonne (for what woulde the 
.- death of an olde man and one childe auaile >) but let hint go out andencounter the 
| Legions, and there trie the maine matter: other things would follow the euent of 
_ thatbactaile. To this charge/Vitellius in great feare made anſwere,with ſome words 
in excuſe of himſelfe, and laying the blame vpon his ſoldiers,whoſe roo much vehe- 
mencie, his niodeſtic,he ſaicd, was vnable to brzdle 3 and; withall aduifed Martialis - 
to conu&y himſelfe out of the houſe by apriuy way, leaſt the ſoldiers ſhould murder 
- himas anegotiatour of the peace, whichthey fo greatly deteſted: and indeede Vi- 
. © tellius wasnow but a cipher, neither able! to commandenor forbid , not Prince in 
_ effec, but onely matter of warre, Martialis was ſcarce returned into the Capitoll, 
 whenas the Virellian ſoldiers,in a great fury wete alſo at hand, without any leader or 
' captaine, bur euery man of his owne head: leauing with ſpeede the Forum and 
temples vpon it behinde them, they ſet themſclues in array and marched vp the hill, 
. euento the firſt gate of the Qapitoll. There were in olde time certaine open galle-- 
ries ypon the ſide of the cliffe, on the right hande as a man goeth vp : fromthe tops 
whereof the defendants with ſtones and tiles beat the Vitellianiſts downe, who had 
--Intheirhands flothing but ſwords, andto ſtaie while engins and ſhot were fetched 
ſeemed loſt time : wherefore they tooke firebrands and hurled them into the vtter- 
moſt gallerie, and following the fire were at the point ro haue entred the gate of 
the Capitoll being halfe burned, had nor/Sabinus pluckt downe all the images and 
glorious monuments of our progenitours , andin the entrance of the gate made as | 
it were a countermure of them.

| Itwas once alſo burned before ina 8 ciuill warre, butby priuate malice : row it was 


| publikely belieged,andpublickly burned: ang that not in hoaourable defence of out © 


; countrey, which might ſomwhat lighten thelofſe,but inthe ambitious vpholding of 
partialicies and ſides. The Capiroll was ® yowed firſt by king Tarquinius Priſcus in 
:thewarre againſt the Sabins, 3 wholaied alfo the foundation, rather according rc 
'the hope of future greatnes, then proportiqnablie to the preſent eftate of hee 
'mans. After him Seruius Tullius- with the helpeof ourallies, and Tarquinius Su- 
;perbus with the ſpoile, when Sueſla Pometia was taken,finifſhed the worke: butthe 
:honor thereof was reſerued tothe time of Iibertie, For * after the kings were driyen 
- out, Horatius Puluillus in his'ſecond Conſulihip dedicated ir , in that magnificent 
and ſumptuous ſort, that the excefſiue wealth of the Romans , which atterwatde 
followed; perchance might adorne andbeaurtific the woike , but did not augment 
it. Fower hundreth wweritie and five yeeresafterwarde , when Lucius Scipio and 
Caius Norbanus were * Confuls, it was burned and builded againe vpon the fame 
foundation. Sylla afterhe had gotten the vpper hand tooke the care of it vpon him, 
yet did he not dedicate it: this point onely he, wanted to make him indeed; as he was

Sabinus, It was thought that Mutianus was glad of his death : and many were of 


opinion, that it fell out norillinreſpe& of quietnes, all ſtrife and emulation being | 
thereby taken vp betweene two, whereof the ane was the Emperours brother, and 


the other caried himſclfe as his fellow. Bur Vitellius when the people requiredalſo 
Atticusthe Conſuls death plainly withſtood chem himſelfe , being ſomewhat ap- 
peaſed,and in ſome ſort ro requite him, for that being examined, who had firſt fired 


the Capitoll, he tooke vpon him the marrer himſelfe , and by that confeſſion, whe- 
ther it were true indeed,or fained onely to ſerue the preſent purpoſe, ſeemed to take

XIII. Zaciws Vitelling taketh Tarrdtins. 


TI N the meane ſeaſon Lucius Vitellius pitching his campe at Feronia, prefled fore | 

| vpon Tarracina to take it, having ſhur into the townethe ©ffencers and mariners, «Glagatores. 
©* whodurſtnor come out of the wals , ngrhazard themfelues inthe fhiclde, Their 
\captaines (as we haue rejazembred before) were Iulianus over the fencers, and Apol- 
linaris ouer the mariners,men both in diſſoluteneſſe and inſufficiency more like fen- 
cers then capraines ; obſeruing no order in watching andwarding, nor repayring| 
the weake parts of thewals , but paſſing both nights and daies in wantonnefle and 
melodie, vpon thoſe pleaſant fea-thoares, and diſperfing|the ſouldicrs abroad to; 
make proviſion for their rjot, neuer talking ofwarre , butin banquet. Apinius Tiro 
was departed ſome fewe daies before , and with his extortions and ſharpe dealing * 
 Inthe free townes, purchaſed more ill will then ſtrength to the ſide, In the meane 
rime a ſeruant of Virginius Capito fled our of the towne to Lucius Viellius , pro-| 
miſing him,it he wouldallow him ſufficicntmen,to deliuer ſecretly the caſtell being 
vninanned, and accordingly inthe dead of the nighthee brought certaine light ar- 
med cohorts,into theplace ſtanding vpon the top ofa hill, over the enemies head. 
From tence the ſoldiers ran downrather to a butcherie then a batraile,killing ſome 
vnarmed, others beginning to arme, ſome newly awaked gut of fleepe ,' diſtracted 
and confounded with feare, darkneſle,the found of trumpets and noyſe of enemies.| 

A tew ofthe< fencers made reſiſtance, and were {laine, albeit they fold theirliues/« G144zrores. 
deare: the reſt ranne hegdlong tothe ſhips, where through the like feareall things . 
were in the like confufion ; or ſy much the more becauſe the towneſmen were got-| 
tenin amongſtthem , whomthe Virellianiſts alſo did kill without any difference.; 
Six ſhips vpon the firſt notice of the ſurpriſteſcaped,and with them Apollinaris the 
Admirall of the nauie : thereſt were either taken vpon the ſhoare, or els ſuncke: 
in the ſea, being overcharged with the company that leapt into them, Iulianus was| 
brought to Lucius Vitellius and ſcourged, thenflaine in his preſence. Diuers haue! 
accuſed Triaria Lucius Yitellius wife , that girdivg hirſelfe with aſworde like aſoul-! | 
dier, ſhe ſhould haue demeaned hirſelfe cruelly , and inſolently amidſt the pitifull 
cries,and lamentable deſtruftion of the pogre towne, Lucius himſelte ſent alawzjel 
in roken of vitory to his brother, requiring withall his further pleaſure, whertherhe! 
ſhouldreturne preſently ro Rome, or ſtay and ſubdue the reſt of Campania: the jn- 
terpoſing of which little time fell our greatly for the good borh of Veſpaſians fide, 
andpf the ſtate, For ifrheſouldiers preſently aftertheir victory had direftly repay-: 
ted toRome, whiles they were in courage and hart, by reaſon of their lare good ſyc-| 
ceſle,beſide anaturall obſtinatenes in them, the matter would not haue binendedſo 
quickly without much ado,and the euident deftrution ofthe citrie. For Lucius Vi- 


 tellius albeit he were infamous otherwiſe, yet was he induſtrious , and powerable |

For there 
he vnderſtood that Sabinus was flaine, the Capitoll burned, the cicy in great feare, 
andall things wentill: it wasalfo declared , thar the people and bondmen were ar- 
ming for Vitellius. And beſides Perilius Cerealis had receiued a blow ina skirmiſh - 
of horſemen , by running headlong and charging rafhly ypon the enemie , preſu-

There hadaforetimes paſſed greatconflifts berween armed 
powers inthecity,twiſe whe Sylla,8& once whe Cinna ouercame,& the cruelty then 

was noleſle : butthis was an vnnacurall brutiſh ſecurity, that men for one moment 

of time wouldnor intermit their accuſtomed pleaſures, butas if this had giuen them

Burthe greateſt difficultie of allwas'in 

raking the Prztorian camp, vato the which the yalianceſt amongſt the Virellian ſol- 
dicrs had betaken themſclues , asrotheir laſt refuge , and theretbre the Flauianiſts 
were the more carneſt toaſſaulr ir, eſpecially the old Prztorian cohorts,cmploying

This vitorie both preſently wanne 
great reputation, andafterward ſtoode in great ſteade: for they got both armour 
and ſhips, which before theywanted; ; and throughout France,ahd Germanie, they 
were highly renowned as theauthors of lihertie, "The Germans by and by ſent Em- 
baſſadours offering them aide : and Ciuilis, by pollicic and piſts podcucines rowin 
the harts of the French, ſending the captaines , whom he had taken, gently home, 
and giuing the cohorts free choice, cithento atlide with him,:oraitheir pleaſure to 


returnero their cuntrey : it tlicy would rartic,heoffred them honourable reward for

from Magonriacum the cohortesgf the Batauians, or rather purpoſely fent them|| 
away : that Ciuilis rebellious attempts were by his conniuencefoſtered, andby his | 
meanes the Germans called to the party. thatneither Antonius Primus,nor Muria- 
nus, had fo ſtrengthened Veſpaſians fide, as/Flaccus by this kinde of diſſemblipg! 
dealing : for open enemies andarmes might openly and with/armes be repelled, 
but fraude and deceite were matters hardly eſpicd,and therefore could notbe atjpi- 
ded.thar Cuuilis ſtoode in the fielde embarte)led againſt them, but Hordeonijus Gue!!

' reine, Thenthe miſerable and pitifullſpecacleof the Legions, which came from

of their offence they ſtoode with a ſad and ſorrowfull countenance,caſting their eies 
down to the ground,no ioyful greeting when the armies met, nor anſwering ought

cility ) theremzdies to be of {lower operation, then were the diſeaſes. And as our
